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FOREWORD 



At 5-year intervals, the Office of Education conducts a survey designed 
to measure migration of college students among the 50 States. Such a 
survey was conducted in the fall of 1968 as part of the Higher Educa- 
tion General Information Survey (HEGIS) for 1968-69. Data from 
that survey have already been published in the report Residence and 
Migration of College Students, Fall 1968: Basic State-to-State Matrix 
Tables , which presents the basic student migration data upon which 
this more interpretive report is based. * 

This quinquennial survey, in its current form, was developed by the 
American Association of Collegiate Registrars and Admissions Officers; 
their contribution, made through the Enrollment Studies Committee, ^ 
continues to be invaluable. 

This current study was planned by Marjorie O. Chandler and con- 
ducted by George H. Wade, both of the Higher Education Surveys 
Branch. Robert Calvert, Jr., while serving as consultant to the study, 
performed much of the background research and made substantial con- 
tributions to drafting the report.

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DEFINITIONS AND EXPLANATORY NOTES 



Aggregate United States comprises the 50 States, the 
District of Columbia, and the Outlying Areas 
(Canal Zone, Guam, Puerto Rico, the Virgin Is- 
lands, and other U.S. areas) . 

Attendance status distinguishes whether a student is 
enrolled full or part time. 

Enrollment status distinguishes among first-time stu- 
dents, new transfer students, and returning students 
in a college or university. 

First-professional students <me enrolled in professional 
schools or programs, seeking the first-professional 
degree in fields such as law, medicine, or dentistry 
that require at least 2 or more academic years of 
(prior) college work for entrance and a total of at 
least 6 academic years of study for a degree. 

First-time undergraduate students are beginning 
freshmen not previously enrolled in any institution 
of higher education. 

Four-year institutions include all institutions, both 
graduate and undergraduate, which grant bache- 
lor’s or higher degrees or some recognition equiva- 
lent to such degrees, e.g,, ecclesiastical recognition 
in a theological institution. [They may also offer 
programs that require less than 4 years.] 

Full-time undergraduate students are those whose 
academic load — coursework or other required 
activity — is at least 75 percent of the normal stu- 
dent loan as defined by the institution. 

Home State is the State of a student’s legal residence 
as determined by the reporting institution. Institu- 
tions may have determined this in different ways, 
depending upon records available, State law, or in- 
stitutiona 1 policy. 

Inmigrants are those students who come into a State 
to attend college. 

Institutional control distinguishes publicly and pri- 
vately controlled. 

Level of enrollment identifies students as undergradu- 
ate, first-professional, or graduate students as de- 
fined elsewhere in this listing. 

Level of institution classifies institutions as universi- 
ties, other 4-year institutions, or 2-year institutions, 
as defined elsewhere in this listing. 

Migrants are students enrolled in institutions in States 
other than their States of home residence. 

NA ; or not applicable, indicates that data for that 
particular item are not applicable to the State des- 
ignated. 



Net migration is the number of inmigrants minus the 
number of outmigrants. A net inniigration occurs 
when more students migrate into the State than 
leave the State and the net migration is positive. A 
net outmigration occurs when more students leave 
the State than enter, and the net migration figure is 
negative. 

New transfer students are students who transferred 
from one institution to another in fall 1968, with or 
without academic credit. 

Other 4-year institutions are those which remain 
when “universities*’ are subtracted from all 4-year 
institutions. 

Outlying Areas include the Canal Zone, Guam, 
Puerto Rico, the Virgin Islands, and other U.S. 
areas. 

Outmigrants are those students who leave their home 
States to attend college somewhere in the aggregate 
United States. 

Privately controlled institutions are those not under 
Federal, State, or local government control; they 
may be independent, nonprofit, proprietary (incor- 
porated as profitmaking), or affiliated with a reli- 
gious group. 

Publicly controlled institutions are those under Fed- 
eral, State, or local government control. 

Service Schools are the United States Air Force 
Academy, Air Force Institute of Technology, Coast 
Guard Academy, Merchant Marine Academy, Mil- 
itary Academy, Nava! Academy, and Naval Post- 
Graduate School. In this report their totals are 
grouped separately, rather than included in the 
States in which they are located. 

State, as used here, may be interpreted for purposes of 
student migration to include the District of Colum- 
bia, and is also used to refer to the Outlying Areas 
considered as a single unit (e.g (/ see tables 1-40). 

Students, as defined for this report, are persons en- 
rolled at a main or branch campus and taking 
coursework resulting in resident credit toward a 
bachelor’s or higher degree in that institution or by 
transfer to a 4-year institution. They may be regu- 
lar or “special or unclassified” students; attending 
full or part time; or attending during day or eve- 
ning. For this report, the definition excludes audi- 
tors. extension students, persons enrolled in short 
courses, and persons enrolled In terminal-occupa- 
tional programs taking coursework not chiefly 
creditable toward a bachelor’s degree. Also ex- 
cluded are U.S. citizens studying abroad, including 
those in overseas branches of U.S. institutions. 
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Students enrolled are those enrolled in an eligible in- 
stitution of higher education in a State, including 
those who remain in their home State to study and 
those who migrate in from another State or foreign 
country. 

Students from foreign countries are persons whose 
permanent home residence is outside the aggregate 
United States. 

Students remaining are the students who attend col- 
lege in the State of their permanent home residence 
(home State). 

Student residents are the residents of a State who are 
enrolled as students in their home State or any 
other part of the aggregate United States. Foreign 
students, of course, are not included. 



Two-year institutions are collegiate community or 
junior colleges or comparable institutions that offer 
programs reaching a level of at least 2 years beyond 
high school. 

Undergraduate students are those who have not yet 
earned a bachelor’s degree. Only those undergradu- 
ate students taking work wholly or principally cred- 
itable toward a bachelor’s degree were included in 
the migration analysis. 

Universities are those 4-year institutions of higher ed- 
ucation that give considerable stress to graduate ed- 
ucation, that confer advanced degrees as well as 
bachelor’s degrees in a variety of disciplines from 
the liberal arts and the sciences, and that have at 
least two professional schools that are not exclu- 
sively technological. 
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
